We are not awnre that we have op-
posed or retarded the development of the
siline interest= of the atats, 1 any other
legltimate undertaking that wonld add o
oiur wealth-producing power.  Up to thls
time Tue Bree bay said nothing editori
ally in regard to the propored saline bill
one way cr tho other. The only suspi
clous elrcumstances connected with that
scheme s the zeal exhibited in  lte favor
by partlfes  and  newspapers  that
are  always notoriously  up to
their necks in  jobs and achemes
of plunder. Bofore the loglslature votes
away tho last 13,000 acras of land that
rema'n the property of the state, It be-
hooves the members of that body to
thoroochly Inform thomaselves about the
saline land bosiness, Ii Is true that a
Iarge pmit on of the landa conated by the
general gorernment for the developinent
of 1lie ealine Interes's of this atate bave
beon direrted to other channels and pur-
poses. It is a'sy notorions that every
acheme up to this time to ulllize the salt
aprings near Lincoln has been connected
witha land ateal and a job tu rob the
taxpayers of the itate. The orig'nal
Tichencr lenze was procured by fraud and
bribery, The contiacta with Tssas Cahua
were clgineered by corruption end bri-
bery. The wverious «ff ris slnce
Caltin and his aesocistes abandoned
the salt worke tave almed at only one
thirg, aud t'at was to got a chanen to
grab the rcmaivizg sallne lends and leave
the state nothing to sbow for the lands
exoept a hole in the groord,

Now we believe it to ba the infcreat
of Nebraska to utlliza the sultaprings
near Linculn, and if possible to build up
a larga salt menufecimriog  induostry,
There Is a decided difference of opinlon,
howaever, among men who clalm to have
analyzad the ccmponent paris of tha
brine In the Lincoln selt basip, &5 to the
ruantity of salt tta% can be extracted
therefecm, It is asserted by :rome that
the brine is too weak and will not pro-
doea ealt enough  to  pay  for
workiog it. On the other hand the
parties who ere urging the preient saline
bill make the most extrayagant estimates
and claim that more salt will be teken
out of Salt Craek than Is prodoced either
at Saginaw or Syrscuse, and that the
prospects are much better than were
\hose of the Syracuze ea't felds when
they were first opened. Now it strikes
us that if any set of capitaliets have so
much confidence in the productive capac-
Ity of those springs the safest and best
thing for the atate to do is t> give
them n free lease for a term of years, to
be followed by a royalty on what they
produce thereafter, Thia will placa the

risk entirely with the capital'sts,
and if they tske It they are
falrly entitled to the bemefit. Ouar

advice to the legislsiure would be to au-
thoriza the etate officers to make szch a
lease. That will leave the proceeds of
the siline lands, which are worth 810 to
$15 an acre, or from §130,000 to $200,-
000 in the aggregate, to the stits iastpead
of the royalty which is promiced us in
case the experiment proves a succese. In
other words, we would prefer 5 keep the
asline lands In llen of the royalty which
these partles propose 1o pay during the
next ten cr tweniy years, and take no
risks whatever. If the capitalists have
not the confidenca to fnvert forty or
fifty thousand dollats  with  the
BEAUCANCD that they bave a
froe loase, or a] lease at a nominal fuure,
for a term of years, it would ba rash and
rockless for the tiate to vote away these
lauds and take the chancs at the end of
the next yoar of haviog nothing more
tkan a hole in the ground for its Invest
mont,

fear or promise cf reward. The fpariles
and papers that 8ra so clamorous for the
legis'atura to voia away these lands with-
out any other guarantee than ths mere
chanco of evcuring a royalty are evident.

A MATTER OF INTEREST.

Mr. Olmstead, who bas evident'y been
mide the tool ¢f somoe desigairy money-
sbatrk, bay Introduced inty the bouse a
brief but Ingeniomsly worded blll, No.
208, pretending to have for ity objict a
reduction of tho rate of Interest. It
provides that *“avy rate of Interest which
mway be sgrecd upon, nok ¢ xoecding efght
dollara gpor year upen one hundred dol.
Iars, rlisll be walid apon any loan or for-
bearance of money, gocds or things in
action, which rate of Interest soagrecd
upon may be laken yearly or [or a shorter
period, or in advance, if so cxpressly
agreed, provided, thal no greater inters
vst thall be taken, dirceily or indirestly,
fcr a shorior time than one year, than
one dollar per month opon one hundrad
dollare, or one per cent pcr month vpon
each dollar loaned.”

At firet glance cne would suppcsa that
Me, Olmetaad proposes t> reduce the
rats of interest from ten to cight por
cent, Upon a esraful reading, however,
of his amendment it will bo seen that it
fa noth'ng more nor lasa than an attcnpt
Lo resiore the old rate of one per cent
a month, This is a move in the interatt
of money eharks who deal in small lcans
on short time. The legitimate bankers
aro aatisfied with the prosent Inforest law
which allows thom ten per cont, and ac.
ccrdivg to pankiry custom they take
their intcrzat In advancsy every rixty o
ninety days, which really gives them e
little more then ten per cant,  The
sharks, however, probably think tha% it
ls eatiar to ealoulate intir:ist abone per
cent & mounth. Figuring interest att:n
per cant per annum s a litte compli-
cated. I the leglslature, however,should
strike out the list porticn of Mr, Olm-
stead's amendment, and thus make the
rate of intcrast eight per cent, without
any ifs or ande, Mr., Olmstaad and his
pariners wonld feel rather dlsgusted.

school, but we do not intend to puablish
any of these letters for the reason that we
do not favor any ane location more than

anvther, and becase we are opposed to
the establishment of another normal
school at this time, when the people are
enffering from over-taxation, low prices,
and  general depression.  The normal
school at Pern is suflicient for all practi-
e\l purposes for several years to come,
It has facilities for instructing from 300
to 500 teachers in the course of a year,
1f 200 are graduated every year it will be
an ample supply for this state, consider-
ing the fact that the greater number of
tenchers in Nebraska are from other states,
where there are normal schools with facil-
ities equal to any afforded in Nebraska,
Besides the sta‘c university turns out
every year quite a number of teachers,
80 also do the various high schools and the
private educational institutions, Tha tax-
payers of this state cannot atford to in-
crease their alteady enormous burdens,
espec ally when they are ealled uwpon to
endow an additional asylum for the in-
sane and to enlarge all the henevolent and
charitable institutions that are alvcady
established,

Tur supreme coort holds that the con-
stitotional smendment, extanding the
legislative sesalin to tixty days and mak-
ing the pay of members five dol'ars a day,
was not carried.
